S.O. 436 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 21 of the Indian Post Office Act, I8yp 
(6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post 
OfiSec Rules 1933, namely - 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (Sixth Amendment) Rules, 1986, 

(2) They, shall come into force 011 the first day of August, 1986. 

2. In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933,— 

(a) in part II, under the heading “II-Forcign Postal Article,” after rule 50-B, the following rule shall be in¬ 
serted. namely :— 

‘50-C, International Speed Post Service;— 

(1) Postal article mdy be booked, after obtaining receipts therefor, at the places and post office specified 
in column (1) of the Schedule below, for delivery under the International Speed Post Service in the 
countries specified in column (2) of the said Schedule subject to the maximum limits of weight and 
size indicated in columns (3) and (4) thereof. 

(2) The charges for deUvery of postal articles under the International Speed Post Service in respect of 
the countries mentioned in column (5) of the said schedule shall be as specified in columns (6) and (7) 
of the Schedule aforesaid. 

Explanation For the purposes of this rule :— 

(a) “Postal articles” means documents of any nature; 

(b) “International Speed Post Service” means the service which seeks 10 deliver postal articles within stipulated 
time, specified in respect of each country floio time to time, by a special masseiiger or conveyance.

66-B. INLAND SPEED POST SERVICE.—'Inland Postal articles may be booked, after 

obtaining receipts therefor, at the places specified incoluiiin (1) of the Schedule below and a; tl 
post offloes specified in the corresponding entries in column (2) pf the said Schedule, for delivery under 
the Inland Speed Post Service, subject to the following conditions, namely >- 

fl) Inland Speed Post Service shall be available in respect of all classes of mails, which can be sent 
by registered service: 

(21 an inland speed post fee of Rs. lO/- per article for distance upto 500 km. and of Rs.20 per aiti- 
clc weighing upto 5 kg. with an additional fee of Rs. 5 for every additional 1/2 kg. or part there¬ 
of, for distances beyond 500 Lms,, in addition to the postage and registration fee and air siii- 
charge, wherever applicable, shall Iw prepaid by the sender in the same manner as is prescribed 
in the case of registered and parcel mail aniclcs; 
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(3) articles for booking under tliis service shall prominently bear on. the front the superscription 
"INI AND SPEED POST ’ and shall also bear the name and address of the sender in addition to that 
of the addresses, including the PIN Codes of the Post Offices of delivery serving the addressee and 
the sender and theit telephone numbers, if any; 

(4) complaints regarding any article booked under this service ('including a demand for refund of fees in 

cases of non-dclivcry of articles within the stipulated time) may be preferred within three months from 
the date of booking of the article and shall contain the luimbet of the article- Ihe date of 

booking and the name of the office of booking; 

(5) there will be no delivery of these articles on Sundays and other holidays inthe post offices concerned. 
Explanatbn.—For the purposes of this rule “Inland Speed Post Service" means the service which seeks 
to deliver postal articles within stipulated time, specified in respect of each city or town, as the case may be 
from time to time, by a special messenger or conveyance.
